9:00am ms 47| and I arrived at the Command Post on Buncle St. We tried to speak with Tom 
Robertson your original contact from this morning, but he was in a morning briefing. 


Simon Were, a direct report to Tom liaised witha and I. We outlined the importance of 
accepting responsibility of all items and the possible sensitivity of some items. 


Simon acknowledged taking responsibility of all mail and parcels items.

We walked Simon through the order of delivery for each tower, he was appreciative of the 
effort we had gone to ensure ease of delivery for his staff. 


Senior Sargent SK io exchanged details with for future reference and we 
made an agreed check in of 2:00pm to check how the deliveries went.

Today seemed much more organised than yesterday. 


Tomorrow we will follow the same process and envisage similar volumes as we will recover all 
carded articles from the Post Office for redelivery to assist the residents.
